For teachers to teach in an eqaitable manner and in a 
way which offers the maximum number of career choices, 
role models and options for all students^ they must ha^^ 
access to actiyUies they can use in the classroomjo offset tfie 
effect of biased texts and materials. They need lesson plans, 
teaching activities arid iriforriiatiori about resources that will 
enable them to adapt or supplemerU the instructional 
materials so that student classroom experiences will reflect 
an equitable and sex-fair erivirbriment, This guide has been 
developN^d to provide teachers with (1) a description of and 
(2) ordering information for nonsexist teaching activity re- 
sources that will be appropriate for use with FC-12 students. 



WHO CAN USE THE GUIDE 

The guide has been designed for teachers who have 
direct classrtx)m experiences with students.

sex bias. 



WHAT RESOURCES ARE INCLUDED IN 
THE GUIDE 

The majority of items in the guide focus on the class- 
room — they include activities teachers can use with their 
students in a classroom setting. The activities include lesson 
plans, course outlines, suppleriieritary texts arid audiovisual 
materials^ Blblidgraphies of print^and nonprint resources as 
well as sex equity organizations have aisa been included so 
that educators riiay find additibhal riiaterials. Anthologies of 
re ad i ngs , research, statist ics^^ i nserv ice packages and back- 
ground information have not been included, unless they seem 
to be especially-adaptable for use with students in the class- 
rodrii . A sample lesson plari or course dudi^^ has been 
provided for each major subject heading to give users of the 
guide a feel for the types of activities available. 



How THE GUIDE IS ORGANIZED 

Teaching activities included in the guide are brgariized 
according to subject areas frequenUy found jn^ejementary 
and secondary schools. Some subjective judgments on the 
partof the Center for Sex Equity staff were necessary in order 
to identify the appropriate subject matter auea for a particular 
item^ since school districts have varying ways of organizing 
their school curriculum.

Coeducational Obstacle Course 



AUDIENCE: 

Middle school and junior high students 

GOALS: 

• To provide an opportunity for coeducational teams 
to use vairibus group prbblem-solvihg techniques 
and to work together cooperatively: 

• To use these situations as a skill-building and 
evaluation exiercise. 

OBJECnVE: 

To design a 1 2-step obstacle course requirihg students 
to use the following skills: running, hopping, climb- 
ing, crawling, pushing, pulling, balancing, jumping, 
basic eye-hand cddrdination arid basic body fitness. 

MATERIALS:

HOW TO USE: 

1 . Form students into teams of eight to twelve stu- 
dents^ with a fairly equal number of males and 
females on each tearh. 

2: Have each student on the team complete each 
obstacle before the entire team moves on to the 
next one. (Up to four teams may be on the floor 
simultaneously.) 

3. Access penalties of one or five seconds for errore 
made, such as touching the uprights of the uneven 
bars, crossing the bbiindary line with scooter^ 
mounting the balance beam using the adjusting 
knob, and so on.

The following guidelines are adapted from some generated at 
a National Conference on Nonsexist Early Childhood Edaca- 
tibn. While they were originally intended for publishers of 
ediicatibhal materials and professibhal jburhals, we feel they 
havejneaning for the classroom teacher who often develops 
materials. In addition to using these guidelines to develop 
hew materials, you can also use them to assess or modify 
existing materials. 

DOES YOUR MATERIAL: 

1 . Reflect ah accurate and broad view of the wbrid 

• rejjre sent various groups according to race^, ciiltufe, 
age, physical and mental disability, economic status, 
creed, religion, political ideology, sex 

• reflect the world as populated equally by men arid 
women 

2. Emphasize fk)sitive role models 

• competent humans who have a sense of self worth and 
dignity 

• characters displaying the following traits: 
—problem sol vmg 

— respect for others and self 

— concern for well-being of others and self 

—physical and emdtidhal strength 

This does hot mean that stories dealing with ahtisck:ial 
behavior shouldj5e eliminated; rather^ when presented, 
they need to be presented with a clear emphasis on the 
cbrisequehces bf behavibr. 



3 . Help children undet^tand their real capabilities 

Stories that emphasize unusual strength, magical powers, 
sUper human skill or improbable sblUtibhs to problems do 
not help children identify their own skill and strength: 

There heeds to be a balance between fantasy and created 
worlds and materials that give exampjes^of real People 
doing real things, it is especially important for young 
boys tb understand that there are other values as important 
as or more important than being a super hero. 

4. Have accurate visuals 

It is important that visual images accurately depictphysi- 
cai images, life styles, cultural traditions and surround- 
ings when portraying children from different racial/ethnic 
backgrounds. It is not enough to siillply change skin color 
or names: 

5. Reflect teaming relationships 



• cooperative action between girls and boys 

• real friendships between girls and boys 



Stories that emphasize excessive conflicts or excessive 
competition between girls and boys do not prbmbte non- 
sexist attitudes. 

It is highly unlikely that ailJthese guidelines can be attended 
tb in one story br bhe set of materials. Hbwever, within the 
context of a unit of study, these things need to be considered:
